New  Varieties  of  Lilies. 

There  is  a  pretty  Chinese  fancy  con¬ 
nected  with  these  flowers,  to  the  effect 
that  if  they  blossom  before  a  certain  day* 
the  owner  of  them  will  live  throughout 
the  year.  I  was  curious  to  know  how* 
many  different  kinds  of  lilies  they  have 
in  China,  and,  chatting  -with  the  chief 
tferk  of  the  state  dejfartment  on  the  sub- 
jeeLjja^kindly  sent  me  the  next  day  a 
relief  no  less  than  twenty-five  different 
kinds  of  lilies,  liand  painted  in  their 
natural  color  upon  fine  rice  paper.  Many 
of  these  are  quite  unknown  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  while  others  hre  familiar. 

Tlie  Chinese  name  for  lily  is  uri,  and 
they  have  such  Quaint  given  names  as 
hagako,  a  beautiful  scarlet  flower;  uba,  a 
small  white  blossom ;  tepo,  which  is  like 
the  Bermuda  ascension  lily;  sirato,  a 
golden  tiger  lily;  acasima,  a  small  red 
fily;  yaqia,  a  large  white  lily,  the  petals 
^spotted  with  brownish  red;  takagima,  a 
double  yellow  lily;  bene  sugi,  a ’large, 
highly  decorated,  flower,  the  long  wliite 
petals  striped  with  magenta;  koke,  a 
purple  lily;  siro  kanoko,  a  white  tiger 
iily,  afid  ya  yeteuko,  a  tiger  lily  three 
times  doubled!  It  will  be  seen  from  this 
that  there  are  possibilities  for  florists  in 
the  direction  of  tlie  development  of  new* 
varieties  of  lilies  which  have  no/  yet  been 
seen  in  this  country.— Fuller  Walker  in 
New  York  Grapiiic. 

What  Constitute*  a  Ration. 

An  order  issued  from  army  head¬ 
quarters  lays  down  this  rule  us  to  what  a 
soldier’s  ration  sliall  be: 

‘  Bv  direction  of  the  secretary  of  war, 
jaragiapH  2,150  of  the  regulations,  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

“2,150.  A  ration  is  the  established 
daily  allowance  of  food  for  one  jterson. 
For  the  United  States  army  it  is  now 
composed  as  follows:  Twelve  ounces  of 
librk  or  bacon  or  canned  beef  (fresh  or 
corneil)  or  one  pound  and  four  ounces  of 
fresh  lieef,  or  twenty-two  ounces  of  salt 
beef;  eighteen  ounces  of  soft  bread  or 
flour,  or  sixteen  ounces  of  hard  bread,  or 
one  pound  and  four  ounces  of  corn  meal. 
To  every  100  rations  fifteen  jiounds  of 
beans  or  jieasL  or  ten  pounds  of  rice  dr 
hominy ;  ten  (kmnds  of  green  coffee,  of 
eight  iHjunds  of  roasted  (or  roasted  and 
ground)  coffee,  or  two  pounds  of  tea; 
fifteen  pounds  of  sugar;  four  quarts  of 
vinegar ;  one  pound  and  eight  ounces  of 
adamantine  or  star  candles;  four  pounds 
of  soap;  four  pounds  of  salt;  four  ounces 
of  pepper,-  and  to  troops  in  the  field, 
when  necessary,  four  pounds  of  yeast 
powder  to  the  100  rations  of  flour.” — 
Chicago  Times.
